The continuance was asked so that 
depositions from the six modernists 
who failed to answer Brown's sum- 
mons to testify in his behalf could 
be secured and depositions from 
Episcopal bishops also obtained.

Corn Yield Contest by Crop Grow- 


ers Association Excites Gen- 


eral Interest. 


P. H. Stewart, secretary of the Ne- 


braska Crop. Growers association, 
says that a great deal of interest Is 
being shown in the corn yield con- 
test conducted by it and that more 
entries are now in than was antici- 
pated for the first year of the con- 
test 


The primary purpose is to call at- 


tention to the best methods of rais- 
ing corn in different parts of the 
state. Not all the emphasis in the 
contest will be govern to high yields 
per acre- Yields will be considered 
so far as they affect the cost of 
raising a bushel of corn. In figuring 
up the winners, this fall, they will 
be scored on the basis of 65 per cent 
for yield, 20 per cent for the cost of 
raising a bushel of corn, 10 per cent 
for quality and 5 per cent for re- 
port*. 


It is hoped that this contest will 


show the importance of crop rota- 
tions in that soil fertility must be 
considered if high yields are to be 
secured. Many of the contestant's 
entries show that their corn is on 
old alfalfa or clover land. The type 
and variety of seed and the methods 
•of planting and cultivating used by 
the winners will be shown. 


Nebraska has been divided into 


eastern, central and western sec- 
tions for the contest. Entries now 
show 32 contestants in the eastern 
section, 6 in the central section, and 
19 in the western section. Washing- 
ton county leads with 11 entries. 


The goals for the contest are 90, 


7ft and 60 bushels in the respective 
sections. 
Cash prizes and medals 


are being offered for the winners in 
each region and contestants who 
equal or exceed the goal for their 
section are to be given a certificate 
of membership in the "Nebraska 
Maximum Corn Yield Club." How 
many will get in, and who will be 
the first to make such a club, is the 
interesting qaestion which wDl be 
answered this fall, says Mr. Stewart.

CHICAGO, May 30.—Thf? campus 


of the University ot Chicago today 
became the center of the search lor 
the slayer of Robert Franks, four- 
teen, son of a Chicago millionaire. 


Led by Nathan Leopold, nineteen- 


year-old law student, who confessed 
the glasses found near the nude body 
of the slain youth were his, police 
scoured the campus, picking up sev- 
eral clues -which they said were im- 
portant and questioning more than a 
score of students. 


Leopold 
was taken into custody 


•when police traced the glasses thru 
an optical 
firm. He adimtted they 


belonged to him but professed to 
have lost them several weeks ago. 
He -denied 
any 
knowledge of ijhe 


crime. 


Richard Loeb, also nineteen, an* a 


friend of Leopold's was also held for 
further questioning. "Both are swns 
of millionaire Chs»ago families and 
both students at Uie university. 


Leopold, a law student at the Uni- 


versity of Chicago and master of fif- 
teen language.";, 
admitted losing a 


pair of glassesi'similar to those found 
near the nudt 
body of the slain 


youth. He wjs taken into custody 
after trailing sale of glasses thru a 
large optical firm. 


Under rigid examination, Leopold 


told police he had often visited the 
scene where young Franks' body was 
found; that he had been there a few 
days before the murder; that he 
owned a. typewriter similar to the 
one with which a ransom letter de- 
manding $10,000 was written; but he 
denied 'any knowledge ot the crime. 


Leopold, who is a scholar of extra- 


ordinary ability, was calm thruout 
the questioning. He talked freely on 
many subjects, 
discussing history, 


philosophy and religion with his ex- 
aminers. He was some\\ hat 
vague, 


however, regarding his movements 
on the day of the kidnaping, author- 
. Hies said. 


The "ransom 
letter" which was 


couched 
in flawless English and 


grammatically correct in every de- 
tail, was. shown Leopold. 


"Could you write as good a letter 


as this?" he was asked. 


"Tes, I could easily duplicate it, if 


I couldn't write a 
better, one," he 


said. "I've written many articles on 
birds and nature." 


It was at this point that Leopold 


admitted ownership of a typewriter 
like the one with which the ransom 
letter was written. 


Leopold said he knew the Franks 


family only by reputation and had 
never met the slain youth. He said 
he attended the Harvard school be- 
fore entering the university. It was 
the Harvard school which young 
Franks was attending.

EATJTTFUIi ankles may well+taper as does the smaller-Boned 
ankle. The fat ankle does not taper 
at all, because of the layers of un 
be coveted fey any woman. 
Those of us who appreciate 


the finer point* of beauty know that 
Bllm ankles and tapering wrists and 
lovely brows number firs): among the 
finer point* that count for real 
beauty.

There are, of course, many women 
who are really good-looking without 
possessing these qualities that num- 
ber In the finer beauty count. But 
th» real connoisseur of beauty al- 
ways notices first the more subtle 
qualities that spell exquisite beauty.

For the Man Who Doesn't Like Sandwiches.

nowadays, for it takes time 


right out of the middle of the day 
to go out, and there axe few places 
where it is really convenient to have 
a luncheon sent in. Also, a lunch- 
eon from home saves money, and 
this counts. 
For' the" man who does not like 
sandwiches plain bread and butter 
may be spread, and sliced meat may 
be cut in convenient pieces to eat 
with it- Or he may enjoy salads 
and the little made dishes in little 
paper ramekins that are so easily 
disposed of. 
Men like cheese toast as a rule. 
This is made by lightly buttering 
bread, then sprinkling it with grated 
cheese—old English or dairy—dust- 
ing it with a wee bit of red pepper 
and placing it in the oven long 
enough to melt and lightly brown 
the cheese. This is very tasty with 
cold sliced meat. 
Hard-boiled eggs chopped and 
mixed with mayonnaise and a few 
chopped ' chives are delicious with 
plain buttered bread. A cheese-and- 
chopped-nut mixture is appetizing. 
and carries well in one of the small 
paper ramekins. 
If a man likes 
slewed prunes drain off the juice, 
remove the stones and chop the 
prunes coarsely. They are delicious 
to eat with bread and butter. 
Ham or tongue minced very fine, 
then seasoned with mustard makes 
another mixture that is very good 
with bread. If a. man carries his 
lunch regularly he •will in all proba- 
bility have a fork, spoon, stainless 
steel knife and paper napkins tucked 
away in a. convenient desk drawer. 
A nice baked apple may be carried 
in the little container and will prove 


'a great addition to the feast. Cold, 
hash is appetizing if -well made. 
Cold veal or lamb should be chopped 
fine and have added to it a third 
the amount of cold boiled potatoes, 
the juice of an onion, pepper, salt 
and a little brown sauce, just enough 
to hold the hash together in a soft 
pat. This mixture Is a favorite with 
men. 


The hash may also be made of 
boiled chicken moistened with may- 
onnaise made without mustard. An- 
other novel food to eat with bread 
and butter is a pat made of boiled 
and mashed chick peas. The peas 
are mashed hot and butter, pepper, 
salt and a little sugar are added. 
When the mixture is cool enough 
heavy French dressing is worked into 
them to make them soft enough to 
form a soft cake or pat. 


wonder just how hungry- you are you 
may order meat, potato and a vege- 
table, then a dessert and tea or cot- 
fee. 
Or perhaps you order a rich 
salad, a sandwich and dessert. 
Then, after eating all this food, it 
is time to return to the office, the 
class-room or the store. An hour or 
two in a close room and the brain 
has become dull, the work drags, and 
original .ideas and constructive work 
are almost impossible. 
In the digestion of a large amount 


of food much additional work is put 
on the stomach and other organs. 
You cannot expect, therefore, to 
over-load your stomach at lunch 
time unless you are willing to lose in 
efficiency during the afternoon. 
Do not misunderstand my idea of 
a lunch. I do not recommend an 
ice cream soda and a piece of cake, 
or a dish of ice cream, and a piece 
of pie. 
Try a nice sandwich made with 
toast, rye bread or graham bread, 
with cheese, chopped meat, lettuce 
and mayonnaise, or some other 
dainty, easily-digested filling. Then 
have some tea, coffee, cocoa, malted 
milk or plain milk. 
For dessert 
have fresh or stewed fruit, a custard, • 
junket or other simple dish. If you 
prefer it, have some soup, toast, a 
dessert and your favorite beverage. 
Follow these suggestions for a. few 
days and you will find how much 
wider awake you will be. 
Your 
work will go smoothly and it will be 
"going-home time" before you real- 
ize it. 
t. 
Let your good sense guide you in 
choosing your mid-day meal and you 
will feel amply repaid for a little 
self-denial.

our full inspection, 


and when the chef threw out some 
strawberry caps in the month of Jan- 
uary, our impression of the wealth 
and power in railroading was- pro- 
nounced.

DREAM BABYJS UPHELD 


House of Lords to Set Aside Ver- 


dict and Declare Hon. John Rus- 


sell's Son legitimate. 


LONDON, May 30.—The house of 


lords today sustained the appeal of 
the Hon. Christabel Russell and set 
aside the verdict under which her 
husband, the Hon. John Russell, was 
granted a divorce on the ground of 
her misconduct with an unknown co- 
lespondent.- 


The Hon. John Russell is the son 


and heir of Lord Ampthill, holder of 
one of the oldest peerages m Eng- 
land. The verdict paves the way 
for probable later action by the wife 
to establish the legitimacy of her 
son Geoffrey, with a view 
to the 


eventual succession by him to the 
Ampthill title. 


Lord Birkenhead, reading the de- 


cision, declared the husband's testi- 
mony denying relations with 
his 


wife should not be admitted. When 
the boy Geoffrey becomes twenty- 
one, therefore, and applies for en- 
trance to the house of lords, such 
evidence will not be admissible "and 
Geoffrey will be pronounced 
legiti- 


mate." 


The Russell divorce case aroused 


unusual interest in England and the 
litigation has extended over a period 
of two years. At the first hearing 
the husband alleged the misconduct 
of his wife with two named co-re- 
spondents, but was unable to prove 
his charges and the petition was dis- 
missed. 
He later charged miscon- 


duct with a man unknown and was 
granted a decree of divorce, which 
was upheld in the court of appeals. 
The Hon. Christabel Russell carried 
the case to the house of lords, which 
has now set aside the verdict. 


In the course of the trials, 
the 


Hon. John Russell alleged that the 
child, Geoffrey, was not his as there 
had been no relationship. His wife, 
however, declared that such relation- 
ship had taken place while her hus- 
band was asleep and that the child 
was the legitimate offspring of the 
marriage. The case has been com- 
monly referred to in England as "the 
sleepwalking case" and the young- 
ster as the "dream baby".

MEN AND THINGS 


Unreasonableness is a species of insanity, 


aud it is probably for that reason that the sci- 
entists say there is something wrong with the 
mental workings of most or all of us. In deter- 
mining his course of conduct an individual 
must bring into play, either automatically or 
otherwise, certain iaculties. If these operate 
smoothly, that is rationally, the product will be 
reasonable, a word difficult to define so that 
one who had never heard of reason would know 
what you are talking about. The nearest we 
can come to it is to say that it is what we have 
come to expect from every person after hav- 
ing observed that it is the course that the ma- 
jority o£ persons pursue. 


Definitions are most important,'and yet they 


are the things that most persons desire to 
avoid. Unless we are agreed generally on 
what a word or a phrase means we cannot 
converse together any more intelligibly than 
If we were talking different languages while no 
one to the conversation understood more than 
one. 
The reason why we instinctively avoid 


trying to discover a definition is that our lan- 
guage is so poverty-stricken that we must use 
a large number of words to explain what one 
word means. This is a draft upon our brain 
powers, demanding both concentration 
and 


diagnosis, and such drafts we keep away from 
instinctively. 


We have forgotten, just how many thousand 


words there are in the English language, and 
the number of the few hundred that the aver- 
age person employs in his conversations and 
writings. These are not important, but what 
we bad in mind was the vigor with which pur- 
ists fight the introduction of new ones, espe- 
cially when they come thru the door of slang. 
We have never had much sympathy with this 
opposition. If we had our way about it we 
would pass a law forbidding a word from hav- 
ing more than one meaning, thus opening ^the 
door to originality and making it impossible to 
have our meaning mistaken. 


Why do so many persons have an almost 


fanatical belief that if they could only live t« 
see Hiram Johnson or Bob LaFollette presi 
dent that they would be able to sit in on the 
dawning of a new era? Granting all that maj 
be claimed for them as protagonists of the pub- 
lic good, tor the sake of shortening the argu- 
ment, what could either of them possibly do as 
president that would bring any marked differ- 
ence in the condition of men? What has any 
body, president, senator or otherwise, been 
able to accomplish that has made for weal or 
lor woe in the life of any single individual in 
the nation, by which we mean decisive of his 
future apart from all other causes? 


One of the metropolitan papers the other 


day gave a liat of platform demands that La- 
Follette proposes to make upon the republi- 
cans and which are to be made the basis of 
the third party movement that will follow their 
refusal by the republicans. They cover a v*de 
ground of radical action, and the whole plat- 
torm is very evidently designed to be broad 
enough to attract the support of every radical 
who has not yet started his own party. Why is 
LaFollette any more interested than you are 
in the future of the nation? He isn't; he is 
seeking what every one of our politicians seek, 
power and more power. The air of politics is 
not conducive for Che growth of pure altruism. 


Nothing is more pathetic than a newly or- 


ganized political party where the underlying 
reason is a-desire to better the condition of 
men and women but where the method pro- 
posed is opposite to everything that experience 
has taught us is wise. We always view with 
sympathy the paranoiac who means well and 
whose malady is in a mild form. The social- 
ist labor party has just been organized, or re- 
organized. Its platform proposes the organiz- 
ation of each industry by local, regional and 
national groups which would own, operate and 
.control the industry in all phases and also 
have representation in the national committee 
that Is to exercise whatever of government 
will be necessary. Nothing could be crazier 
than a scheme of- that sort in the sort of a 
world made up of the sort of people that in- 
liabit it. It could hope for success only in the 
absolute unselfishness of each and everyone a 
condition everybody knows will not be ob- 
tained until the millennium arrives.
